Plan-it hero 


Dan Reed has been Boyne City’s planning department 
director for a year and a half. and has 15 year’s worth of 
planning experience prior to coming here to back it up. 

He is knowledgeable about zoning and city planning. 
but with two young daughters. he believes planning for 
their future means economic, social and environmental 
concerns need to all be adequately addressed. 

With these concerns 
in mind, the city and 
planning commissions 
adopted the Plan-it 
Boyne City project. a 
multi-level project that 
seeks tO maintain 
Boyne’s resources at the 
same time it builds on 
the economic and social 
development necessary 
toa healthy community. 

In April, Boyne City 
was certified as a “Tree 
City, U.S.A.” which 
means, Reed said that 
the Boyne community 
has demonstrated that it 
is acommunity that values and is willing to support and 
fund the program, The Tree City program has an Arbor 
Day tree giveaway, and it also plants trees along city 
streets, with more than 70 trees already having been 
emplaced in an ongoing program. 

Another program, the Community Wildlife Habitat 
Certification takes some cooperation from other mem- 
bers of the community, and is not something the plan- 
ning-commission can make happen alone. In order to be 
certified, the city has to have several things in place. A 
school, at least three businesses and 50 houses have to 
be certified. This means they have to provide wildlife 
food, shelter and water. 

“Thave seen 40-acre spreads certified, and I have seen 
apartment balconies certified.” Dan said. Essentially, a 
home-owner can be certified if there is a bird feeder, a 
bird bath and a bird house, he said. But some people go 
all out in providing wildlife shelter. 

Boyne City’s elementary school already qualifies with 
its Peace Garden. The Peace Garden is Jinny Heick’s 
work of heart, but it is a perfect fit for the Plan-It pro- 
gram. In addition to the Peace Garden and business and 
residential qualifiers, the city will have to provide dem- 
onstration projects, in which it creates plantings on city 
properties that attract birds or butterflies, or demonstrate 
protection against soil erosion. 

The city has also applied for Green Communities cer- 
tification, as well as a 10-percent city-wide energy re- 
duction challenge through the Alliance for Climate Ac- 
tion. It is the smallest community ever to have applied 
for these certifications.

Piece Makers help out 


The Piece Makers quilters created a 
“Spring-Summer” quilt to be raffled off for 
the benefit of Charlevoix Area Hospital 
Foundation’s Circle of Strength program, a 
program that provides support and services 
to people with cancer and their families, and 
cancer survivors. 

The raffle raised $850 for Circle of 
Strength, and the quilt was won by Sue Shenk 
of Boyne City. 

Circle of Strength provides services for 
Charlevoix and Emmet County, and is under 
the volunteer direction of Diane Gorkiewicz, 
acommunity nurse who teaches patients how 
to do their own research, and provides sup- 
port and an opportunity for help. If a patient 
doesn’t have insurance coverage, for instance, 
CAHF may be able to help. 

In addition, Gorkiewicz teaches people how 
to use library computers to find out what their 
treatment options are, and to help them know 
what questions to ask their doctors, and how 
to participate in their own care management. 

Circle of Strength was started by a dona- 
tion to the CAHF. Gorkiewicz was contacted 
to set Up a support group, which started with 
an office and a computer for one-on-one train- 
ing and family training to help cancer patients 
get educated, she said. 

“We empower them with knowledge,” 
Gorkiewicz said. “As soon as people learn 


something, the fear decreases. When we learn 
something, we leave our victim stance. 
“People don’t know they can get their 
medicéal records,” she added. “We teach them 
why it’s important to know. It helps with treat- 


ment options, and we can’t remember every 


single thing.” 

Circle of Strength will train children and 
family members who also want to be in- 
formed. : 


“We educate under the guise of iia fun,”” 


Gorkiewicz said. ‘There is a fashion show on 
Oct. 8 — all the models are survivors.” Last 
year’s models ranged in age from six to 76. 

Gorkiewicz is especially appreciative of the 
efforts of the Piece Makers. — 

“Bach person made a quilt block especially 
for the Circle of Strength,” she said. “The quilt 
made its debut at the Charlevoix Country Club 
at Kathy Johnson’s (formerly of the CAHF) 
going-away party.” Afterwards CAH let the 
Circle of Strength display the quilt behind glass, 
where patients and visitors could see it, and learn 
more about the program that it benefitted. 

“Tt was a great opportunity to talk to people 
about the program,” Gorkiewicz said. There 
was a personal donation by Bill Schuiling that 
was deeply appreciated by the CAHF’s pro- 
gram. Gorkiewicz said they plan to continue 
to work with Piece Makers on other projects. 

“T’ve always done this. I’m a community 


nurse,” Gorkiewicz said. But she became dou- 
bly credible, she said, when she was diag- 
nosed with breast cancer herself. She found 
the cancer herself through a self exam, even 
before it showed up on a mammogram. Nev- 
ertheless, she had first a biopsy, then 
lumpectomy, then half the breast and lymph 
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nodes, and finally a mastectomy. 

“I knew from the inside what was miss- 
ing,” she said, realizing by personal experi- 
ence what doctors and hospitals don’t pro- 
vide cancer patients — even the best and most 
compassionate. As a result, she knows what 
to bring to Circle of Strength in order to pro- 


Organizers call Kid Rock concert a success 


Boyne Mountain kicked off its “Music on the Moun- 
tain” program with Kid Rock a week ago Sunday, and the 
show’s success bodes well for a program that Boyne USA 
hoped would generate a series of summer concerts. 

Law enforcement and loca] emergency medical crews 
were brought in to the planning aT ch and the staff 
at the mountain worked closely with them and their own 
security as well as the concert promotor’s security to en- 
sure a safe, trouble-free concert. 

The concert was collaboratively managed by Boyne 
Mountain and the Cellar Door concert promotion company. 

“We took their direction in almost everything,” said 
Boyne Mountain director of communications, Julie Ard. 

When asked about plans for more concerts, Julie said, “We 
have a lot of questions right now in terms of future plans. 
We wanted to get through the first production and then evalu- 
ate. Should there be fewer people, or can we accommodate 
more? There are ongoing discussions right now. 

“It all looks good in terms of making outdoor music part 
of the renaissance of Boyne Mountain,” Ard said. “There 
is 4 slight chance of something later on this summer — 


slight — but we hope to have more information soon.” 

Ard said that public response has been very positive, with 
some people who couldn’t make it, or would not choose 
that style of music concert to attend, calling and E-mailing 
to say that they are nevertheless excites to have a music 
venue locally. 

“T have gotten calls and E-mails saying thanks for host- 
ing,” Ard said. “We were really, really, really excited. There 
were things we were a bit tentative on, but we covered all 
our bases and it went even better than we expected.” 

Questioned about the cost of concessions, Ard said that 
the concession prices were a part of the collaboration be- 
tween the Mountain and Cellar Door, and were again based 
ona suggestion by the promotion company, which, she said, 
is one of the most experienced concert promotion compa- 
nies in the world. 

Ard said that the staff at Boyne Mountain was able to 
move almost !0,000 people in and out of the resort in good 
time, 

“There are two entrances and exits from the resort now.” 
she said. “That helped’a lot.” 


Another good thing about the concert: the view. 

“Itis an incredible venue — people brought their blan- 
kets, but most people chose to stand up. The view was 
awesome no matter where you were on the hill,”' Ard said. 
“And when the sun went down, the changing colors in the 
sky, the Mountain Grand backdrop — it was a great venue.” 

Besides. “Kid Rock puts on quite a show. He’s an in- 
credible performer,” she said. “The pyrotechnics with the 
show, the changing backdrop on the stage — he came on 
and gave 110-percent untit he left the stage.” 

The bulk of the 8.600 tickets went to Michigan residents, 
but Boyne Mountain was able to track sales, and had con- 
cert-goers from all over the United States. The concert was 
sold out early, as were the Mountain Grand and most area 
motels and hotels. according to Ard. 

“The economic impact of doing something like this is 
significant.” Ard said. “For Boyne Falls, Boyne City, East 
Jordan ... There is no question we will have more concerts, 
for sure. We are looking into next year, and will be able to 
launch the season with a series appropriate to Music on the 
Mountain — a variety of entertainers.”

The editorial page is .a whole different animal. This 
is where I get personal and get to write creatively.

The energy reduction 
challenge aims to set up 
systems to make it possible 
to reduce energy consump- 
tion, and to educate people 
about energy use.

East Jordan commission tables amendment 


At the regular meeting of the East Jordan city 
commission last week, the commissioners were 
Set to vote on an amendment to Ordinance 198, 
section 18-2, Hawking; peddling; selling. 

The amendment was proposed due to a con- 
troversy over whether or not the Lions should 
be allowed to sell firewood and ice at the East 
Jordan Tourist Park. The Lions have been per- 
mitted to sell the items by the commission, and 
purchased an ice machine for that purpose, 
which was emplaced this summer. 

However, several local business owners ob- 
jected to the commission’s allowing the Lions 
to sell the items, due to the language of the or- 
dinance, section 18-2, which states that there 
will be no “article or thing sold or exposed for 
sale on any public park or playground except 
nonprofit or civic service sponsored fundraising 
activities operating on an occasional basis, no 
longer than seven consecutive days with vol- 
unteer labor utilized.” 

The proposed amendment deletes the lan- 
guage which restricts the duration of 
fundraising activities, and adds the following: 
“For any ongoing sales of items within the park 
system, the City Commission shall hold a pub- 
lic hearing to receive public input prior to ex- 
panding any ongoing operations.” 

Carey, owner of Carey’s Cones and 
Carry-out, stated that there are grey areas in 
the proposed amendment, and said that he felt 
the amendment was fine the way it stands, al- 
though he liked the addition of a public hear-

ing before any future changes to ongoing op- 
erations. 

Carey said that the existing businesses around 
the tourist park that do sell ice and firewood 
are not so far away that a visitor couldn’t leave 
the park to get them, and thinks that any prob- 
lems might be addressed another way, such as 
with a kiosk informing campers cf the loca- 
tions of businesses and amenities. 

He also said that he thought that a mistake 
had been made in allowing the Lions to sell 
items in a manner that was not consistent with 
the existing ordinance. ~ 

“You don’t have to perpetuate the mistake, 
you don’t have to amend the ordinance to fix 
the mistake,” Carey said. “The ordinance was 
written for a reason. If we wanted to allow a 
fund-raiser, it should be no longer than seven 
days.” He also said that in raising his objec- 
tion, he feels that he is looking down the road. 
If one service group is allowed to permanently 
sell items, it sets a precedent for other groups 
to sell other items, with potential to do damage 
to existing local businesses. 

“If I were to make a motion, I would make a 
motion not to change the ordinance, unless it 
was to add the public hearing part,” Carey said. 

After some discussion among the commis- 
sioners, commissioner Dan Bennett said that 
he wanted to table the amendment and look at 
it longer, especially the seven day restriction. 

Mayor Mark Postma recommended that the 
amendment be tabled until the next meeting, 


when it would hear public comments on the 
subject. There was a consensus, and the amend- 
ment was tabled. 

“My business is generated pennies at a time,” 
Carey said after the meeting, adding that hav- 
ing service clubs sell items for short periods 
doesn’t influence that income, but long term 
sales of some items could be potentially harm- 
ful to his and other local businesses. 

In other news, the city received a grant from 
the Charlevoix County Community Foundation 
in the amount of $172,000 to cover the cost of 
Phase II at the Community Park, including the 
construction of a pressbox, restroom and con- 
cession facilities, as well as the playground 
equipment that was approved earlier by the 
commission. 

“There is still a lot that needs to be devel- 
oped in (the Community Park). but we're off 
to a good start with community support.” said 
Bob Tambellini, director of the CCCF. Con- 
tributors for the pressbox portion of $33,000 
included the East Jordan Garden Club, the East 
Jordan Lionesses. East Jordan Rotary and 
anonymous sources. 

“As it stands at this point,” David White 
wrote in amemo to the commissioners, “no city 
funding will be required to do these projects.” 

The commission accepted a bid with a con- 
tingent change order from Petrie Construction 
of East Jordan.
